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SPECIFIC LIMITATIONS AND MONITORING REQUIREMENTS

A. Effluent Limitations, Monitoring Requirements, and Emergency Discharge Limitetions.

1.

Irrigation Season - June 1 - September 30

The City of McCdl shdl use the J-Ditch to convey dl wastewater effluent from
the city’ s wastewater trestment plant to the maximum extent practicable. The
discharge to the J-Ditch mixing station must meet the limitations and monitoring
requirements set forth in the city’s Consent Order with the IDEQ.

This permit does not authorize the discharge to surface waters of the state of
any waste sreams, including spills and other unintentiona or non-routine
discharges of pallutants, that are not part of the normal operation of the facility
as disclosed in the permit gpplication.

Fnd Limitations

The permittee is prohibited from discharging to the NFPR except as provided
by Emergency Discharge Limitations. Any discharge to another surface weater
will require anew NPDES permit application.

Emergency Discharge Limitations

a The permittee is authorized, after first notifying and obtaining the
gpprova of IDEQ), to discharge from the plant, storage pond, or both,
to the NFPR during the period from December 1 through June 30 only
when insufficient storage capacity exigs or is anticipated to exist based
upon flow projections.

b. The permittee must report on it's DMR the number of days during a
given month when a discharge occurs.

C. The permittee must maintain a60:1 dilution of river flow to effluent flow
and must meet the following additiond discharge conditions:

There shal be no discharge of floating solids or visble foam other than
trace amounts.

The discharge from the storage pond must not include any dudge from

the bottom of the pond.
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Percent remova requirements for BOD; and TSS are asfollows. For
any month, the percent remova required for BOD; and TSS, as
measured in the influent and the combined effluent, shdl equal 85
percent as measured by concentration.

Percent remova of BOD; and TSS shdl be reported on the Discharge
Monitoring Reports (DMRs). For each parameter, the monthly
average percent remova shall be cdculated from the arithmetic mean of
the influent vaues and the arithmetic  mean of the effluent values for
that month. Influent and effluent samples shal be taken over
goproximately the same time period.

B. Additional Monitoring and Reporting Requirements

During the period beginning on the effective date of this permit and lagting until the
expiration date, during any discharge, the discharge and the NFPR shall be monitored

as specified below:

1 In the event of an emergency discharge, the NFPR shall be sampled immediately upstream of the permittee’s
discharge at alocation agreed upon by the permittee, |daho Department of Environmental Quality (IDEQ) and EPA
and where specified immediately downstream of the agreed-upon mixing zone.

C. Modification Clause

Congstent with 40 CFR 8 122.62, this permit may be modified if necessary to
incorporate changes in water qudity-based limitations for nutrients or other conditions (such as
procedures to permit pollutant trading between sources of pollution) that may be included in
Phase |l of the Watershed Management Plan (TMDL).
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Definitions

1.

"Average monthly discharge limitation” means the highest dlowable average of
"dally discharges' over acdendar month, caculated as the sum of dl "daily
discharges’ measured during a calendar month divided by the number of "daily
discharges’ measured during that month.

"Average weekly discharge limitation” means the highest dlowable average of
"daily discharges' over a cdendar week, caculated asthe sum of dl "dally
discharges’ measured during a calendar week divided by the number of "daily
discharges' measured during that week.

"Bypass' means the intentiond diverson of wagte streams from any portion of a
trestment facility.

"Daily discharge’ means the discharge of a pollutant measured during a
calendar day or any 24-hour period that reasonably represents the calendar
day for purposes of sampling. For pollutants with limitations expressed in units
of mass, the "daily discharge’ is caculated as the total mass of the pollutant
discharged over the day. For pollutants with limitations expressed in other units
of measurement, the "daily discharge” is cdculated as the average measurement
of the pollutant over the day.

“Director” means the Director of the Office of Water, EPA or an authorized
representative.

“Geometric mean” of “n” quantitiesis the “nth” root of the product of the
quantities. For example the geometric mean of 100, 200 and 300 is (100 X
200 X 300)¥*=181.7

A "Grab" sampleis asingle sample or measurement taken a a pecific time or
over as short a period of time asisfeasible.

An “Ingantaneous Maximum Limit” means the maximum dlowable
concentration of a pollutant determined from the analyss of any discrete sample
collected , independent of the flow rate and the duration of the sampling event

"Maximum daily discharge limitation” means the highest dlowable "daily
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discharge."

10. "Severe property damage’ means substantia physica damage to property,
damage to the treatment facilities which causes them to become inoperable, or
Substantial and permanent loss of natural resources which can reasonably be
expected to occur in the absence of abypass. Severe property damage does
not mean economic loss caused by delays in production.

11.  "Upst" means an exceptiond incident in which thereis unintentiona and
temporary noncompliance with technology-based permit effluent limitations
because of factors beyond the reasonable control of the Permittee. An upset
does not include noncompliance to the extent caused by operationd error,
improperly designed treatment facilities, inadequate trestment facilities, lack of
preventive maintenance, or careless or improper operation.

1. MONITORING, RECORDING AND REPORTING REQUIREMENTS

A.

Representative Sampling. Samples taken in compliance with the monitoring
requirements established under Part | shdl be collected from the effluent stream prior to
discharge into the recelving waters. Samples and measurements shdl be representative
of the volume and nature of the monitored discharge.

Monitoring Procedures. Monitoring must be conducted according to test procedures
approved under 40 CFR Part 136, unless other test procedures have been specified in
this permit.

Reporting of Monitoring Results. Monitoring results shal be summarized each month
on the Discharge Monitoring Report (DMR) form (EPA No. 3320-1) or an equivaen.
The reports shall be submitted monthly and are to be postmarked by the 10th day of
the following month. Legible copies of these, and dl other reports, shal be sgned and
certified in accordance with the requirements of Part 1V.J., Signatory Requirements,
and submitted to the Director, Office of Water and the State agency at the following
addresses:

D. Additiona Monitoring by the Permittee. If the permittee monitors any pollutant more
frequently than required by this permit, using test procedures gpproved under 40 CFR
136 or as specified in this permit, the results of this monitoring shal beincluded in the
caculation and reporting of the data submitted in the DMR. Such increased frequency
shdl adso be indicated.

E Records Contents. Records of monitoring information shal include:

1. The date, exact place, and time of sampling or measurements;,
2. The individua (s) who performed the sampling or measurements;
3. The date(s) anadyses were performed;

4, The individud (s) who performed the analyses;

5. The andytica techniques or methods used; ad

6. The results of such analyses.

F. Retention of Records. The permittee shdl retain records of al monitoring information,
including al cdibration and maintenance records and dl origind srip chart recordings
for continuous monitoring instrumentation, copies of al reports required by this permit,
and records of dl data used to complete the gpplication for this permit, for a period of
at least three years from the date of the sample, measurement, report or application.
This period may be extended by request of the Director a any time. Data collected
on-ste, copies of Discharge Monitoring Reports, and a copy of this NPDES permit
must be maintained on-ste.

G. Twenty-four Hour Notice of Noncompliance Reporting.

1 The following occurrences of noncompliance shdl be reported by telephone, to
the EPA hotline at 206-553-1846, within 24 hours from the time the permittee
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becomes aware of the circumstances:
a Any noncompliance which may endanger hedlth or the environment;

b. Any unanticipated bypass which exceeds any effluent limitation in the
permit (See Part 111.G., Bypass of Treagtment Facilities);

C. Any upsat which exceeds any effluent limitation in the permit (See Part
[11.H., Upset Conditions.); or

d. Violaion of amaximum daily discharge limitation for any of the
pollutants listed in the permit to be reported within 24 hours.

A written submisson shdl dso be provided within five days of the time thet the
permittee becomes aware of the circumstances. The written submisson shdl
contain:

a A description of the noncompliance and its cause;

b. The period of noncompliance, including exact dates and times,

C. The estimated time noncompliance is expected to continue if it has not
been corrected; and

d. Steps taken or planned to reduce, diminate, and prevent reoccurrence
of the noncompliance.

The Director may waive the written report on a case-by-case basisif the ora
report has been received within 24 hours by the Water Compliance Section in
Sesttle, Washington.

Reports shal be submitted to the addressesin Part 11.C., Reporting of
Monitoring Results.

Other Noncompliance Reporting. Instances of noncompliance not required to be
reported within 24 hours shal be reported at the time that monitoring reports for Part
11.C. are submitted. The reports shdl contain the information listed in Part 11.G.2.
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Inspection and Entry. The Permittee shdl alow the Director or an authorized
representative (including an authorized contractor acting as a representetive of the
Adminigtrator), upon the presentation of credentials and other documents as may be
required by law, to:

1. Enter upon the permitteg's premises where aregulated facility or activity is
located or conducted, or where records must be kept under the conditions of
this permit;

2. Have access to and copy, at reasonable times, any records that must be kept
under the conditions of this permit;

3. Inspect a reasonable times any fadilities, equipment (including monitoring and
control equipment), practices, or operations regulated or required under this
permit; and

4, Sample or monitor a reasonable times, for the purpose of assuring permit
compliance or as otherwise authorized by the Act, any substances or
parameters at any location.

1. COMPLIANCE RESPONSIBILITIES

A.

Duty to Comply. The permittee must comply with dl conditions of this permit. Any
permit noncompliance condtitutes a violation of the Act and is grounds for enforcement
action; for permit termination, revocation and reissuance, or modification; or for denia
of apermit renewal gpplication. The permittee shdl give advance notice to the Director
of any planned changes in the permitted facility or activity which may result in
noncompliance with permit requirements.

Pendties for Violations of Permit Conditions.

1. Civil and Adminidgrative Pendties. Any person who violates a permit condition
implementing Sections Pendty. The Act provides that any person who violates
a permit condition implementing Sections 301, 302, 306, 307, 308, 318, or
405 of the Act shdl be subject to acivil or adminigtrative pendty, not to exceed
the maximum amounts specified in Sections 309(d) and 309(g) of the Act and
the Federd Civil Penalties Inflation Adjustment Act (28 U.S. C. § 2461 note)
as amended by the Debt collection Improvement Act (31 U.S.C. 8§ 3701 note).
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2. Crimind Pendties

a

Negligent Violations. Any person who negligently violates a permit
condition implementing Sections 301, 302, 306, 307, 308, 318, or 405
of the Act shdl, upon conviction, be punished by afine and/or
imprisonment as specified in Section 309(c)(1) of the Act.

Knowing Viodlations. The Act provides that any person who knowingly
violates a permit condition implementing Sections 301, 302, 306, 307,
308, 318, or 405 of the Act shall, upon conviction, be punished by a
fine and/or imprisonment as specified in Section 309(c)(2) of the Act.

Knowing Endangerment. Any person who knowingly violates a permit
condition implementing Sections 301, 302, 306, 307, 308, 318, or 405
of the Act, and who knows at that time that he thereby places another
person in imminent danger of deeth or serious bodily injury, shal, upon
conviction, be subject to afine and/or imprisonment as pecified in
Section 309(c)(3) of the Act.

Fdse Statements. Any person who knowingly makes any fase materiad
dtatement, representation, or certification in any application, record,
report, plan, or other document filed or required to be maintained under
this Act or who knowingly falsfies, tampers with, or renders inaccurate
any monitoring device or method required to be maintained under this
Act, must be punished by afine and/or imprisonment as specified in
Section 309(c)(4) of the Act.

Except as provided in permit conditionsin Part 111.G., Bypass of Treatment Facilities
and Part 111.H., Upset Conditions, nothing in this permit shal be congtrued to rdieve the

Permittee of the civil or criminad pendties for noncompliance.

Need to Halt or Reduce Activity not aDefense. It shdl not be a defense for a
permittee in an enforcement action that it would have been necessary to hdt or reduce
the permitted activity in order to maintain compliance with the conditions of this permit.

Duty to Mitigate. The permittee shdl take dl reasonable steps to minimize or prevent
any discharge or dudge use or disposd in violation of this permit which hasa
reasonable likelihood of adversdly affecting human health or the environment.
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Proper Operation and Maintenance. The permittee shdl at dl times properly operate
and maintain dl facilities and systems of treatment and control (and related
appurtenances) which are ingtalled or used by the permittee to achieve compliance with
the conditions of this permit. Proper operation and maintenance aso includes adequate
laboratory controls and quality assurance procedures. This provison requiresthe
operation of back-up or auxiliary facilities or smilar sysemswhich areingdled by a
permittee only when the operation is necessary to achieve compliance with the
conditions of the permit.

Removed Substances. Collected screenings, grit, solids, dudges, filter backwash, or
other pollutants removed in the course of treatment or control of wastewaters shdl be
disposed of in amanner such asto prevent any pollutant from such materials from
entering navigable waters.

Bypass of Treatment Fecilities.

1 Bypass not exceeding limitations. The permittee may alow any bypassto
occur which does not cause effluent limitations to be exceeded, but only if it
a0 isfor essentid maintenance to assure efficient operation. These bypasses
are not subject to the provisons of paragraphs 2 and 3 of this section.

2. Notice:

a Anticipated bypass. If the permittee knows in advance of the need for
abypass, it shdl submit prior notice, if possible a least 10 days before
the date of the bypass.

b. Unanticipated bypass. The permittee shal submit notice of an
unanticipated bypass as required under Part 11.G., Twenty-four Hour
Notice of Noncompliance Reporting.

3. Prohibition of bypass.

a Bypassis prohibited and the Director may take enforcement action
againgt a permittee for a bypass, unless:

@ The bypass was unavoidable to prevent loss of life, persond
injury, or severe property damage;
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2 There were no feasible dternatives to the bypass, such asthe
use of auxiliary trestment facilities, retention of untrested
wastes, or maintenance during norma periods of equipment
downtime. This condition is not satisfied if adequate back-up
equipment should have been ingdled in the exercise of
reasonable engineering judgment to prevent a bypass which
occurred during norma periods of equipment downtime or
preventive maintenance; and

3 The permittee submitted notices as required under paragraph 2
of this section.

b. The Director may approve an anticipated bypass, after consdering its
adverse effects, if the Director determine that it will meet the three
conditions listed above in paragraph 3.a of this section.

H. Upset Conditions.

1.

Effect of an upset. An upset condtitutes an affirmative defense to an action
brought for noncompliance with such technology based permit effluent
limitations if the requirements of paragraph 2 of this section are met. No
determination made during adminigtrative review of clams that noncompliance
was caused by upset, and before an action for noncompliance, isfind
adminidrative action subject to judicia review.

Conditions necessary for a demondtration of upset. A Permittee who wishesto
edtablish the affirmative defense of upset shal demondtrate, through properly
sgned, contemporaneous operating logs, or other relevant evidence that:

a An upset occurred and that the Permittee can identify the cause(s) of
the upsst;

b. The permitted facility was at the time being properly operated;

C. The Permittee submitted notice of the upset as required under Part
[1.G., Twenty-four Hour Notice of Noncompliance Reporting; and

d. The Permittee complied with any remedia measures required under
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Pat 111.D., Duty to Mitigete.

3. Burden of proof. In any enforcement proceeding, the Permittee seeking to
establish the occurrence of an upset has the burden of proof.

Toxic Pollutants. The Permittee must comply with effluent standards or prohibitions
established under Section 307(a) of the Act for toxic pollutants within the time provided
in the regulations that establish those standards or prohibitions, even if the permit has
not yet been modified to incorporate the requirement.

IV.  GENERAL REQUIREMENTS

A.

Notice of New Introduction of Pollutants. The Permittee shal provide adequate notice
to the Director, Office of Water of:

1 Any new introduction of pollutantsinto the treetment works from an indirect
discharger which would be subject to Sections 301 or 306 of the Act if it were
directly discharging those pollutants, and

2. Any subgtantia change in the volume or character of pollutants being introduced
into the treetment works by a source introducing pollutants into the trestment
works at the time of issuance of the permit.

3. For the purpaoses of this section, adequate notice shdl include information on:

a The qudity and quantity of effluent to be introduced into such trestment
works; and

b. Any anticipated impact of the change on the quantity or qudity of
effluent to be discharged from such publicly owned treatment works.

Control of Undedrable Pollutants.  The permittee shdl not dlow introduction of the
following pollutants into the publicly owned trestment works (POTW):

1. Pollutants which will create afire or exploson hazard in the POTW, including,

but not limited to, wastestreams with a closed cup flashpoint of less than 140° F
or 60° C using the test methods specified in 40 CFR 261.21;
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Pollutants which will cause corrosive structurd damage to the POTW, but in no
case, discharges with apH lower than 5.0, unlessthe POTW is designed to
accommodate such discharges,

Salid or viscous pollutants in amounts which will cause obstruction to the flow
inthe POTW (including sewers) resulting in interference;

Wadtewater a aflow rate which is excessive over reatively short time periods
S0 that there is atreatment process upset and subsequent loss of treatment
effidency; and

Any pollutant, including oxygen demanding pollutants (BOD, etc.) rleased in a
discharge a aflow rate and/or pollutant concentration which will cause
interference with the POTW.

Heset in amounts which inhibit biologicd activity in the POTW resulting in
interference, but in no case heet in such quantities that the temperature a the
POTW exceeds 40 °C (104° F) unless the Regiona Adminigrator, upon
request of the POTW, gpproves dternate temperature limits;

Petroleum ail, nonbiodegradable cutting ail, or products of minerd ail originin
amounts that will cause interference or pass through;

Pollutants which result in the presence of toxic gases, vapors, or fumes within
the POTW in a quantity that may cause acute worker hedlth and safety
problems; and

Any trucked or hauled pollutants, except at discharge points designated by the
POTW .

Requirements for Industrid Users. The permittee shal require any industrid user of
these treatment works to comply with any applicable requirements of
40 CFR Part 403 through 471.

Panned Changes. The Permittee shdl give notice to the Director as soon as possible of
any planned physicd dterations or additions to the permitted facility. Noticeisrequired
only when the adteration or addition could sgnificantly change the nature or increase the

quantity of pollutants discharged. This natification applies to pollutants which are not
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subject to effluent limitations in the permit.

Anticipated Noncompliance. The Permittee shall give advance notice to the Director of
any planned changes in the permitted facility or activity which may result in
noncompliance with permit requirements.

Permit Actions. This permit may be modified, revoked and reissued, or terminated for
cause. Thefiling of arequest by the Permittee for a permit modification, revocation and
reissuance, or termination, or a notification of planned changes or anticipated
noncompliance, does not Stay any permit condition.

Duty to Regpply. If the Permittee wishes to continue an activity regulated by this permit
after the expiration date of this permit, the Permittee must apply for and obtain a new
permit. The application should be submitted at least 180 days before the expiration
date of this permit.

Duty to Provide Information. The Permittee shal furnish to the Director, within a
reasonable time, any information which the Director may request to determine whether
cause exigts for modifying, revoking and reissuing, or terminating this permit, or to
determine compliance with this permit. The Permittee shal dso furnish to the Director,
upon request, copies of records required to be kept by this permit.

Other Information. When the Permittee becomes aware thet it falled to submit any
relevant factsin a permit gpplication, or submitted incorrect information in a permit
gpplication or any report to the Director, it shal promptly submit such facts or
informetion.

Signatory Requirements. All gpplications, reports or information submitted to the
Director shdl be sgned and certified.

1 All permit gpplications shall be sgned by ether a principa executive officer or
ranking eected officid.

2. All reports required by the permit and other information requested by the
Director shdl be signed by a person described above or by a duly authorized
representative of that person. A person isaduly authorized representative only
if:
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a The authorization is made in writing by a person described above and
submitted to the Director, and

b. The authorization specifies eéther an individuad or a postion having
responsibility for the overdl operation of the regulated facility, such as
the position of plant manager, superintendent, position of equivalent
respongibility, or an individua or position having overd| responsibility
for environmental matters. (A duly authorized representative may thus
be elther anamed individud or any individua occupying a named

position.)

Changesto authorization. If an authorization under paragraph IV.J.2. isno
longer accurate because a different individua or pogition has responsibility for
the overd| operation of the facility, a new authorization satifying the
requirements of paragraph 1V.J.2. must be submitted to the Director prior to or
together with any reports, information, or gpplicationsto be sgned by an
authorized representative.

Certification. Any person sgning a document under this section shal make the
following certification:

"| certify under pendty of law that this document and al attachments were
prepared under my direction or supervision in accordance with a system
designed to assure that qualified personnd properly gather and evauate the
information submitted. Based on my inquiry of the person or persons who
manage the system, or those persons directly responsible for gathering the
information, the information submitted is, to the best of my knowledge and
belief, true, accurate, and complete. | am aware that there are significant
pendties for submitting false information, including the possibility of fine and
imprisonment for knowing violations.

Avallability of Reports. Except for data determined to be confidentia under 40 CFR
Part 2, dl reports prepared in accordance with the terms of this permit shdl be
available for public ingpection at the offices of the Director. Asrequired by the Act,
permit applications, permits and effluent data shall not be considered confidentia.

Oil and Hazardous Substance Liability. Nothing in this permit shal be construed to
preclude the inditution of any legd action or relieve the Permittee from any
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respongibilities, liabilities, or pendties to which the Permittee is or may be subject under
Section 311 of the Act.

Property Rights. The issuance of this permit does not convey any property rights of any
sort, or any exclusive privileges, nor doesit authorize any injury to private property or
any invason of persond rights, nor any infringement of federa, state or loca laws or
regulations.

Severability. The provisons of this permit are severable, and if any provison of this
permit, or the application of any provison of this permit to any circumstance, isheld
invaid, the application of such provison to other circumstances, and the remainder of
this permit, shdl not be affected thereby.

Trandfers. This permit may be automaticaly transferred to a new Permittee if:

1. The current Permittee notifies the Director at least 30 daysin advance of the
proposed transfer date;

2. The notice includes awritten agreement between the existing and new
Permittee containing a pecific date for transfer of permit responghility,
coverage, and liability between them; and

3. The Director does not notify the existing Permittee and the proposed new
Permittee of hisor her intent to modify, or revoke and reissue the permit. If this
notice is not recelved, the transfer is effective on the date specified in the
agreement mentioned in paragraph 2 above.

State Laws. Nothing in this permit shdl be construed to preclude the indtitution of any
legd action or relieve the Permittee from any responsibilities, liahilities, or pendties
established pursuant to any gpplicable state law or regulation under authority preserved
by Section 510 of the Act.
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
